cent  surveys  of  the  Gallup  Poll. 

On  the  matter,  “Should  churches  speak  ouUon  politi- ! 
cal  and  social  questions?”  the  answers  from  Protestants 
are:  Yes — 48%,  No — 43%,  No  Opinion — 9%.  Catholic  re¬ 
plies  are:  Yes — 50%,  No— 44%,  No  Opinion — 6?';. 

On  the  question  of  church-going  on  a  typical,  average 
Sunday,  the  attendance  percentages  reported  are:  Protest¬ 
ants  44,  Catholics  76;  men  43,  women  57.  Thirty-nine  per, 
cent  of  the  individuals  polled  say  that  they  never  go  to 
church,  over  half  of  them  explaining  that  they  stopped 
going  between  the  ages  of  10  and  20  years.  '

The  busiest  parson  of  our  day  appears  to  be  a  droopy  ■ 
sluggard  beside  the  prolific  activity,  of  a  19tl^  Century  , 
curate  named  Sabine  Baring-Gould. 

-The  unusual  clergyman  (if  the  Anglican  Church  is, 
remembered  mostly  for  writing  "Onward  Christian  Sol¬ 
diers.”  He  said  concerning  the  now  famous  hymn.  “I  set 
to  work  and  knocked  off  the  hymn  in  about  ten  mintes  " 

A  new  book  being  publish^  in  England  tells  the  story 
of  this  man’s  productive  life.  It  is  entitled,  “Onward  Chris-  ; 
tian  Soldiers.” 

Baring-Gould  wrote  more  than  130  books.  His  sermons 
alczne  fill  more  than  20  volrfmes.  He  wrote  a  16-volume 
“Lives  of  the  SairiU.”  Time  magazitfe'  reports  that  his 
weighty  treatise  on  the  “Origin  and  Development  of  Re-' 
ligious  Belief”  moved  Prime  Minister  Glad.stone  to  award 
him  a  stale  pension. 

As  if  this  were  not  enough  for  one  lifetime  of  writing, 
he  also  turned  out  30  novels  plus  other  stories  and  char¬ 
acter  sketches.  He  wa.s  an  active  archaeologist  and  author 
of  many  songs. 

The  amazing  story  of  this  minister  of  a  hundred  jrears 
ago  rises  now  to  the  surface  to  challenge  every  preacher 
of  our  time  Ui  be  more  productive.
